NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The Union 


Veterans' Patriotic League, of which 
Major General Daniel E. Sickles is

and sailors who served in the Union 
army and navs during the war of the 
rebellion.

"COMRADES—Your country is again 


in peril. In the present presidential 
campaign 
dangerous 
combinations 


again threaten the integrity of the 
government. Misguided men conspire 
to bring repudiation, 
dishonor and 


financial ruin iipon this nation once 
saved by your valor. 


"Many of our great leaders have 


been mustered out and have gone to 
their reward. Were they living they 
would be united with us in this crisis 
as they were in the days of the war. It 
remains for their comrades who fol- 
lowed where they led to guard the 
good work they upheld while living 
and to preserve all they helped us to 
gain for our country. Should this dan- 
gerous and revolutionary 
conspiracy 


against the financial honor and integ- 
rity of the government meet with 
success 
every 
pensioner, 
every 


depositor 
in 
a 
savings 
bank, 


every policy holder in an insurance 
company, etc., would lose one-half of 
what is due him by being paid in 50- 
cent dollars. The price of everything 
the working-man buys will be doubled, 
but he would have to struggle and 
wait long before he secured any sub- 
stantial increase in his wages. 


"We appeal to you to lay aside all 


partisan differences, to prefer country 
to party now, as you did in the dark 
days of the civil war, and rally to the 
support of our gallant comrade, Major 
McKinley, the first private soldier who 
has ever been nominated to the high 
otlice of president of the United States, 
who stood shoulder to shoulder -with 
yon in many memorable battles and for 
two long years carried his musket and 
shared the toils and dangers which fell 
to the lot of the men in the ranks who 
defended the Union; and who today 
stands for the maintenance of the good 
name and honor of the countrj'.

IN SPITE OF INTENSE HEAT 


THRONGS OF PEOPLE 


Cheer the AVIiite Metal Candidate 


and His Party When They 


Arrive in the Windv City. 


TWO BUSHELS OF STUFF. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—Sweltering in tho 


sultry beat of Saturday night. 100.000 
men and women crowded the streets of 
the down town districts to show by 
their presence and vociferous demon- 
stration their welcome of William J. 
Hryau on his arrival in Chicago. 
Jt 


was an indiscriminate outpouring of 
the common people without any sem- 
blance of sin orderly procession from 
the depot to the hotel. The program 
of arrangements had been made, but 
it was not carried out. 
Thousands of 


members of the Democratic party. Cook 
County Silver club, 1'eople's party or- 
ganizations. Cook County Democratic 
central committee, Cook County Democ- 
racy Marching club, trades unions and 
citizens generally participated in tho 
remarkable demonstration. 


The arrival of the party was sched- 


uled for 7:^.'U at the Van Iturcn street 
depot of the Rock Island railroad, but 
the train was 20 minutes late and when, 
it arrived the streets adjoining" and in 
the station were jammed with people 
waiting patiently for the nominee. 
The insuuicient police force was unable 
to cope with the people to keep them 
from crushing around the carriages 
which carried the party. In the first 
carriage were Mr. Hryan, William J. 
Strong, president of the Cook County 
Silver club and a partner of W. K. Car- 
lisle, sou of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, 
and Dr. Emerich. The second car- 


riage contained Judge Prcntiss, a local 
leader of the silver Democrats move- 
ment, Mrs. Bryan and Mrs. lilaek, of 
the New York .loimial. 


As best they could, the procession of 


organizations, illuminated by a car- 
riage containing calcium lights, fol- 
lowed through the streets through 
thousands of people not 
connected 


with organizations. The balconies of 
the hotels and the windows of build- 
ings on the route were filled with the 
cheering populace. 
Led by the band 


of the First regiment, with banners and 
Hags flying, the 
procession passed 


thvoug-h solid lines of men and women 
who raised their voices lustily, with 
cries of "Uryan" predominating in the 
oppressive air. 


Between State street and Wabash 


avenue on Monroe street, every inch of 
space was occupied by those who want- 
ed to hear as well as see the presiden- 
tial nominee. The Clifton house,where 
Mr. Hrya.ii stayed during the Chicago 
convention, is 
situated 
on Monroe 


street, between Washington avenue 
and State street and this hotel was 
chosen by Mr. Bryan as his stopp-.ng 
place while here. Ten thousand poo- 
pie were crowded in this space and 
every window of the Palmer house, op- 
posite, every window of the adjoining 
buildings, and even the uncompleted 
elevated railroad loop were taken pos- 
session of by the 
welcoming host. 


Looking out from the balcony of the 
Clifton house, nothing could be seen 
but a sea of human faces, eagerly wait- 
ing for the first sign of the man from 
Lincoln. He was slow in coming on 
account of the circuitous route chosen 
for the procession. The scene recalled 
the great personal demonstration in 
the same spot when President Cleve- 
land and his bride came to Chicago to 
be cheered by .100,000 citizens from the 
balcony of the Palmer house. 


It was nearly an hour and a half 


from the time of arrival until the Bryan 
party appeared on the small balcony of 
the Clifton House. Mr. Bryan rested a 
little while before he showed himself to 
the people, and when his face was seen 
there arose a mighty and long con- 
tinued roar 'of voices, lasting several 
minutes. They were waiting and surg- 
to and fro, and almost fighting for the 
best places, only to see and hear Mr. 
Bryan.

TYPHOID EPIDEMIC. 


SEVENTY CASES IN A VILLAGE 


OF 600 INHABITANTS. 


The Disease Spread Through the 


General Use of Well Water 


That Became Infected. 


COLUMHUS, O., Aug. 10.—Secretary 


Probst, of the state board of health, 
returned Saturday from Hannibal, C)., 
where a remarkable epidemic of ty- 
phoid fever is in progress. 
There are 


now 70 cases in the village of (500 in- 
habitants and seven deaths have oc- 
cur red. 


The plague which has stricken the 


village with such awful results origi- 
nated in a pecujiar manner. 
About 


.Tune 1 a young got off the steamer 
15en Ilur, being ill at the time with a 
disease which afterward proved to be 
typhoid fever. Near his father's house, 
where he stopped, is the village well, 
known far and wide'for the purity and 
coolness of its water. 
This well be- 


came contaminated in 
some 
way 


through the leakage of the sewage in- 
to it, and as almost all of the people 
of the neighborhood use the water, 
very soon many of them were attacked 
by the disease. 


In two weeks after the young man had 


come to the village there wore 40 cases, 
one o£ the most remarkable instances 
of the rapid growth of the disease on 
record. 
At this time the only doeto.i 


in the place was sti-icken with the dis- 
ease and the people were left to rely 
upon outside medical talent. 
During 


all of this time the people continued to 
use the water from the village well 
wholly unconscious of the danger at- 
tending its" use. 


Only a short time ago the owner of 


the well is reported to have said that 
no one should stop him from using the 
water, although at that time he had 
three cases of the fever in his family. 
His high opinion of the water did not 
prevent Dr. Probst, however, from clos- 
ing the well as soon as he had located 
the cause of the spread of the disease, 


The evidence pointing to the well as 


the source of the trouble was over- 
whelming and admitted of no doubt as 
to the facts. 
J'eople who had come in 


from the country were taken with 'the 
disease and in every instance it was 
found that they had drank of the water 
while there. 


The whole trouble could have been 


averted by employing the customary 
measures of disinfection with the first 
case. The well is located only about JO 
feet from the house in which the first 
case occurred. 


To render matters worse Die high 


water over the bottom lands has left 
the country in a very unhealthy condi- 
tion, and there is danger of malaria 
being added to the present epidemic.

The Pleasant Pastimes of the Mili- 


tia in Cleveland. 


CLKVKT.AND, O., Aug. 10—On Satur- 


day the militia, stationed at the Brown 
Hoisting works charged upon the 
crowd of citizens wlio were peaceably 
gathered in front of the home of one 
of them and two men were bayonetted. 
The wounds were not serious. Fifteen 
men were arrested by the soldiers, 
charged with disorderly conduct. A 
petition was started among the busi- 
ness men in the vicinity of the works 
appealing to the mayor for police pro- 
tection against the militia. 


They claim that their customers can-

When the writer, in company with , 


J. L. Patterson, the editor of the 
Times, arrived at Harrisonville last j 
Saturday evening, the 
shadows had j 


already climbed the hills and deepened j 
in the valleys until the stars were com-1 
ing out, one by one in the upper deep, i 
As we turned the corner on entering ' 
the village, tho sound of martial music 
waked echoes iu the otherwise quiet 
little town, and constituted a 
greeting after a twenty-mile drive. 
The baud was p'ayiug in front of Dr. 
Ray's residence, and it was thither that 
we wended ouf way. 
The Doctor met 


us with a hearty welcome, and after 
taking care of our horse, piloted us to 
the school-house, where a good crowd 
was waiting for the speaker. 
Mr. 


Hyatt, a son-in-law of Dr. Ray, pre- 
sided over the meeting and introduced 
Mr. Patterson iu a very ue.xt little 
speech. 


The speaker, after the usual prelimi- 


nary remarks, including a high and de- 
serving compliment to the good people 
of Harrisonville, took up the question 
of finance, and for an hour and a half 
analyzed the situation from. 1792 to 
the present time. 
Lack of space pre- 


vents us from giving the speech in full, 
or even a good synopsis of it. 
Suffice 


it to say that from the crime of de- 
monetization in 1878—that bill into 
which was sereptitiously inserted a 
clause which the gold bug secretaries 
of the treasury construe into demoueti 
zation, and of which.Grant, who was 
then President, said, "If I had known 
that such a clause was in tho bill, or 
that such a construction would or could 
be placed upon it, I would not have 
signed the bill," to the last issue of 
bonds, and the present depressed and 
ruinous condition of affairs, every 
inch of the ground was covered and 
every point of the gold standard people 
was met and clearly refuted. 


The equal depreciation of silver with 


the price of labor and the products of 
farm and factory, was ahown, conclu- 
sively, to be the results of demonetiza- 
tion. 


It was conclusively shown that the 


most desperate effort is being made by 
the monied oligarchy to fasten upon 
the people the pauperism that prevails 
among the toilers and producers in gold 
standard nations of the earth. The in- 
surance companies are sending out cir- 
culars to policy-holders warning them 
that if they vote for free silver and 
then graciously die, their policies will 
be paid iu cheap money, which, if true, 
would save the insurance companies 
millions of dollars, and his latter fact 
makes it hard for the people to see why 
the insurance companies are averse to 
this saving to themselves. 
The fact is 


that these monied corporations favor 
the gold standard, because under it 
they have plastered three-fourths of 
the great West with mortgages, and if 
they can continue the gold standard 
and keep money scarce, they can con- 
tinue this process until every sou of 
toil will be a serf. 


Tho most respectful attention to the 


speaker marked tho meeting through- 
out, and the earnestness of the people 
and their evident desire to gain infor- 
mation, is undeniable evidence that the 
silver ticket has nothing to fear by a 
campaign of education. 


At tho close of the meeting the 


crowd dispersed to the soul-stirring 
music of flfe and drum, the musicians 
having been recompensed for 
their 


labor by a collection. 


After the meeting there were several 


lively set-toos on the street in the way 
of finance arguments, but while they 
were spirited the best of feeling pre- 
vailed. 
It was near the midnight hour before 
wo sought tho quiet and comfortable 
home of Dr. Eay and found ourselves 
wooing Morpheus on a downey couch. 
The quiet of the night, broken only by 
the chirping of tho crickets and the 
occasional baying of a dog, was such 
a relief from the din of the city, that 
repose came laden 
with 
pleasant 


dreams, and iu fancy we again fol- 


j lowed the paths of early childhood, 
''mid rural scenes "far form the mad- 
dening crowd." 


When Sunday morning came we 


arose with the sun and found that a 
nightly rest had renewed strength and 
an appetite that enabled us to do full 
justice to a bountiful breakfast pre- 
pared by Mrs. Dr. Bay. 
Mrs. Ray is 


78 years old, and her step ia no'more as 
buoyant nor her hand as steady as it 
was of old, but her heart is just as 
warm and her welcome as hearty. 


After breakfast Dr. Bay took us for 


a stroll about the Jvillage and pointed 
out to us a magnificent sugar grove of 
tately trees on his land near the town, 
that he had planted (he bad planted 
the seeds) some forty-four years ago. 
The Doctor has lived to see that section 
of Scioto county emerge from a forest 
into a feritle and productive region, 
and he has also seen the value of 
that property gardually decline and the 
wages of the laborer gradually dwindle 
until the fertile acres are
